2. A ranking member of the General Staff recently stated that during the month 
: of December 1948 Ocampo will be relieved of hie post as Minister of War. He 
is to bs given a diplomatic post, possibly as Colombian Military Representative 
25X1X6 to ths United Nations. | 


:. Another source stated that he had received information from all the departments 
of Colombia thet there is a noticeable Lowering of morale, as well es a distinct 
breach between the enlisted personnel and the officers of the army. The 
source believes, howsver, thet ihe inforaation fails to indicate that this is « 
wmified effort or movement emong the troops, but rether that it is a spontaneous 
reaction to varying degrees of severity in the various departments. He further 
statea thal despite the cifferences between the enlisted men ana the officers, 
the latter still maintain fairly good cohtrol and discipline over the. troops.
